{Probably, as a House inv estigatory 
committee recently concluded, there is 
“ no single, dram atic” solution to the 
problem of air safety. So many possi­ 
bilities of error, human as well as m e­ 
chanical, exist that continuous, fault­ 
less perform ance may nev er be achiev ­ 
ed. 
Nonetheless, the effort to attain per­ 
fection must be unceasing. It is toward 
the utopian goal of flawless perform ­ 
ance that American Airlines now has 
adopted an innov ation 
in air safety 
checkups. Henceforth both pilot and en­ 
gine perform ance will be monitored on 
magnetic tape that will register ev ery 
dev iation from acceptable standards. 
Pilots understandably may not like to 
hav e this highly sophisticated m echani­ 


cal Big Brother recording their ev ery 
mov e from takeoff to touchdown. But 
ev eryone — crew, passengers and air­ 
line — should benefit if the gadgets 
work out as promised. 
Progress of a less dram atic nature 
also is reported in the dev elopment of 
anti-collision warning dev ices, im prov ­ 
ed altitude reporting system s and auto­ 
m atic landing aids. 
Together these improv ements, whose 
origin m ay be traced to adv ances in 
space technology, constitute reason to 
expect that air trav el — already safer 
per mile than any other m eans — will 
become increasingly accident-free.

There 
are others who are youthful. 
alert and have limitless ener­

“Life begins" must have no 
chronological number after 
it 
to indicate a period of happi­ 
ness. 
This is 
particulary im­ 
portant since the achievements 
in modem 
medicine, 
surgery 
and science have increased life- 
expectancy so remarkably. 
The antibiotics have reduced 
fatalities from pneumonia 
and 
other 
infectious 
diseases. The 
increasing life-span has, in it­ 
self, created the medical spec­ 
ialty of geriatrics. 
In essence, geriatrics is the 
study of all the health problems 
of the aged. 
It 
includes 
the 
psychological and social aspects 
of retirement. The ultimate aim 
of this specialty is to keep all 
human beings, at any age, in 
the circle of living activity. 
Years ago, surgeons and phy­ 
sicians were extremely hesitant 
when an operation was neces­ 
sary in a person above the age 
of 70. The risks were greater 
and the operations were under 
taken with a moderate amount 
of anxiety on the part of the 
doctor. 
Today we 
possess 
m o r e 
knowledge of the total structure 
of the elderly. We know' more 
about the body reserve and are 
no longer as timid and fearful 
of the safety of the elderly dur 
ing surgery. 
Operations, which once were 
fraught with danger, are now 
undertaken routinely and with 
confidence. The strides in anes­ 
thesia. with new techniques and 
new drugs, now avoid pressure 
and strain on the heart, lungs 
and circulatory system in pa­ 
tients above the age of 70 
Nursing 
care 
has expanded 
considerably to include the very 
special needs 
of 
the elderly. 
Special 
safety devices 
in the 
hospital make nursing care less 
complicated and aid in the more 
rapid recovery of these patients. 
Getting patients out of bcd as 
quickly as possible after an op 
eration reduces the possibility 
of complications 
A most important 
contribu 
tion to the vast number of el­ 


derly, hospitalized patients 
is 
the greater understanding 
of 
their psychological needs.
